his personal love for Christ were his love 
and devotion for Christ's spouse, which 
He died to sanctify, namely his holy 
church. If he opposed in Rome the defini- 
tion of Papal Infallibility, it was chiefly, 
as in the case of Cardinal Newman, be- 
cause he feared that its definition would 
impede conversions to the church in this 
country and in England. People, he thought, 
would misunderstand the definition, and 
confound, as many have done, infallibility 
with impeccability. 


That opposition arose from no disloyalty 
to the church, and from no possible human 
motive, if he listened to it, might have in- 
fiuenced him in the other direction. 

During the Vatican council he was seek- 
Ming a coadjutor Bishop to aid him in his 
manifold labors. Three names were before 
the sacred congregation of the propegancs 
to be presented to the Pope from which one 
should be selected for this office. It was 
n to the Archbishop that any- 
thing that looked like opposition to the 
Roman authorities might prevent the nom- 
ination of any man of his choice, as such 
a man would naturally be suspected, if not 
of heterodoxy, at least of coldness toward 
the Holy See. How little the men who 
made this representation knew the real 
character of the Archbishop of St. Louik. 
For the interests of the church, if he believed 
them ai stake, he would have sacrificed 
himself and his dearest friends on earth. 

His was the faith of Abraham, and the 
courage of Abraham. Like his patron Saint, 
Peter, he would have rejoiced in suffering 
for Christ and His Church, for well he knew 
that the loves of both were thoroughly iden- 
tical. His earnest loyalty to truth when- 
ever and wherever found, was another name 
for his loyalty to Him who is the truth 
as well as the way and the life. This loyal. 
ty rendered him superior to partisanship 
and mutability of opinion:

St. Louis cotton buyer, in 
speaking of the chances next year, said: 

“The estimate for the cotton crop of 1895- 
96 is about 7,000,000, which is nearly 3,000,000 
less than was produced the previous season 
of 1894-95. When it became apparent that 
this shortage would occur, the price grad- 
ually advanced 4 cents a pound from the 
lowest point. This advance held until the 
latter part of October, when, owing to de- 


pression of trade in America and war 
rumors abroad, a gradual decline in values 
commenced, which has continued until there 
has been à falling off of 2 cents a pound 
from the highest point reached. 

In view of better prices having been ob- 


tained on the small crop there Ras been a 


trong pressure brought to bear on the 

outhern planter to 1 him to decrease 
the acreage and th decrease the size 
of the coming crop N. The argument 
is advanced that a small ¢rop can pro- 
duced -with less expense, and a scarcity 
being occasioned prices will rapidly advance 
and enable the planter to make more money 
than he could if the acreage were increased 
and a large production resulting. Al- 
though many influences and persuasions 
have been exerted to bring about this 
result it is very apparent that they will 
not be regarded to any extent. From in- 
formation obtained from different sections 
of the South, it is evident that pre. rations 
are being made for the planting u great 
deal of cotton, and if the — condi- 
tions do not prove to be very unfavorable we 
will probably see the largest crop ever pro- 
duced. 

The planter has about come to the con- 
clusion that he can get as large a reve- 
nue from his farm or patch of cotton as 
he can from any other product, and being 
thoroughly familiar with the growth of this 
staple, is inclined to give k the preference. 

“There is probably no other commodity 
that gives as much employment and be- 
stows more blessings on mankind than cot- 
ton. The horse and mule dealer finds a 
market for his animals, the merchant for 
his provisions, and the farm hand is sup- 
plied with a dome and food for his labor 
in preparing the crop. The pickers—men, 
women and children—are put to work and 
reap their benefit. The manufacturer of 
bagging and ties gets his profit, the oil men 
get employment frem the conversion of s 
into oi], After the cotton leaves the hands 
of the producer, it finds its way, through 
many channels,. to the weaver, where it 
gives work and bread to armies ot mill oper- 
atives.

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DR. PAXSON'S DEATH. 


Rev. Dr. W. B. Paxson, Superintendent of 
the Southwest Division of the Sunday- 
School Unton, who sustained a stroke of 
paralysis at Orange, N. J., as stated in the 
Post-Dispatch, died Tuesday evening.

DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE. 


Some of the Provisions of Senator 
Frye’s Proposed Measure. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—Senator 
Frye’s bill providing for the creation of 
the Department of Commerce and Manufac- 
tures contemplates the transfer to this de- 
partment from the Treasury of the ‘life- 
Saving service and lighthouse board, the 
marine hospital service, the Bureau of 
Steamboat Inspection, the Bureau of Navi- 
gation, the Coast and Geodetic Survey and 
the Bureau of Statistics; also the Bureau of 
Statistics of the State Department, the two 
bureaus of statistics to be consolidated into 
one. The Consular Service is also trans- 
ferred from the jurisdiction of the State
